Given Out Casually.

He said he had paid a “very sub- 
stantial” income tax in 1928 and 1929 
but nothing in the three succeeding 
years,

A witness and the attorney for the

The presentation of the evidence, 
coupled with an argument by the at- 
torney for the Georgia Federation of 
Labor, which is seeking the removal 
of the commissioners, brought an out- 
burst of applause from the large 
crowd attending the hearing before 
the governor and resulted in the chief 
executive warning the audience that 
any repetition of the applause would 
result in his clearing the hall and 
concluding the inquiry behind closed 
doors, 

Following testimony that bus com- 
panies had i.-ued passes at the re- 
quest of a member of the commission 
and attaches of the board, Governor 
Talmadge Wednesday issued an order 
calling on bus companies operating in 
the state to furnish him with a com- 
pleté list of all of those to whom 
passes have been issued. 

Railroads are prohibited by federal 
statute from issuing passes over their 
lines in interstate transportation to 
any but bona fide employes and their 
dependent children. Reduced rates 
are available to preachers, and the 
railroads are permitted to issue passes 
in. charity cases under certain condi- 
tions. The provisions of the federal 
statute are enforced in Georgia by 
rule of the public service commission,

A charge against Grayson, former 
clerk in the chief national bank exam- 
aminer’s office of the treasury depart- 
ment, is that he informed the late 
Robert S. Stuntz, former vice presi- 
dent of the bank, of pending visits 
to the institution by federal bank 
examiners. 

In return, it was charged that 
Stuntz accepted overdrafts from Gray- 
son and credited the latter's account 
With approximately $4,000 he never 
deposited. 

Stuntz killed himself last March. 
He left a note taking the blame for
